Va lua b le Pa p er Weig ht 
After being used for y ears as 
a 
common paper weight, what is said to 
be the largest sapphire In the world 
has been taken from India to London. 
The jewel Is worth more than $35,000, 
weighs 9 16 carats, and is in the form 
of a plucked flower with a short stem. 
It was acq uired by a government of­ 
ficial In India who, ignorant of Its 
value, used it as a paperweight in one 
of

guard 
huts 
on 
the Indian 
frontier. 
The discovery of the jewel 
was mode by the director of Indian 
revenue when he visited the outpost. 
Its history lias been traced to the 
Twelfth cen tury when one of the Bel- 
lalla kings, while on a pilgrimage to 
Cey lon, was given the sapphire by a 
Buddhist monk.

this king the stone became the object 
of much veneration and was after­ 
ward captured by Malik Kaffur, the 
great general of Allandan.
